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PREFACE, 


Tue records described in the present volume of this Guide are, with 
one or two exceptions, those which are held to be in the Public Record 
Office under ‘the charge and superintendence’ of the Master of 
the Rolls as opposed to those which are therein his statutory ‘ custody * 
and described in Volume I. 

This technical distinction in the conditions under which documents 
are preserved in the Public Record Office has resulted from an extension 
of the Act of 1838 to the records of public departments which, as was 
explained in the Preface to Vol. I, does not appear to have been 
contemplated by the original framers of the Act. This extension 
received permanent authority from the Order in Council of 5 March 
1852 but the conditions under which the records comprised in it were 
to be preserved in the Public Record Office had already been formu- 
lated some years before after the transfer there of a number of records 
belonging to the Treasury and some other Government Departments 
and are set out in a letter of 8 August 1845 from Lord Langdale, the 
then Master of the Rolls, to the Secretary of the Treasury. In this 
letter Lord Langdale expressed his view ‘that in the management 
of any Documents and Papers which may be transferred from the 
Treasury or any other Government Office, the General [sic] Record 
Office ought to be merely auxiliary or subservient to the respective 
Offices to which the Documents and Papers respectively belong ; and 
for that purpose that it would be the duty of the General Record 
Jffice :— 

To take charge of such Records and Papers as each Office might 
chink proper to transfer, either because they were not required for the 
current business of the Office, or because they could not be con- 
veniently accommodated within the Office: 

To keep the Records and Papers belonging to each Office distinct 
rom all other Records and Papers: 

To arrange them, and cause Prgpet calendars and indexes of loa 
0 be made: 

To hold them for the special use of the Offices to which they 
espectively belong : 

To make searches and transcripts whenever required for the use of - 
azovernment or Parliament : 

To transmit the originals to the Office from which they came, if 
ind whenever required for the use of the Office : 

And to afford access and inspection to the public or to individuals, 
mly in pursuance of Orders given by the Head of the Office from which 
hey came, or some person authorised by him; or in pursuance of 
‘eneral or special rules approved by him.’* 

The Treasury’s approval of these principles and rules was signified 
a the Secretary’s letter of 18 June 1846f and they have remained

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ever since those by which the management of the records of the Public 
Departments ‘in the charge and superintendence’ of the Master 
of the Rolls has been governed. 

An exception in the present volume to this category of records 
occurs in the case of the records of the Privy Seal Office, which as 
explained in the Preface to Vol. I came formally, after that volume 
had been made up for press, into the statutory ‘custody’ of the 
Master of the Rolls. 

Another possible, though doubtful, exception is the records of the 
long extinct Commissioners of Forfeited Estates. These were at 
one time preserved in the Tower of London and were transferred to 
the Public Record Office in 1856 with large numbers of the Chancery 
records but were not specifically mentioned in the warrant. The 
Commissioners had been constituted a Court of Record and their 
records are therefore somewhat analogous to those of the abolished 
jurisdictions described in Vol. I, whilst resembling in other respects 
those of the expired Commissions which will be found amongst the 
records of the Treasury and other departments. 

The transfer of the records of the State Paper Office to the Public 
Record Office was one of the early results of the Order in Council of 
1852 but these records are now subject to the same rules and regulations 
as those governing the records in the statutory custody of the Master 
of the Rolls.* 

The records of the Office of Land Revenue Records and Enrolments 
are, as explained in the Preface to Vol. I, in a special category, being 
now preserved in the Public Record Office by virtue of the Deputy 
Keeper of the Records holding also the Office of Keeper of the Land 
Revenue Records. 

The following are the Regulations in force on 31 December 1923 for 
the inspection of books and documents belonging to the various 
Departments of the Government deposited in the Public Record Office. 
They are subject to occasional changes and modifications which will 
be found posted up in the Literary Search Room.

Books are open to public inspection without any restriction as to date. 
Other records are open to the end of the year 1837, with the following

No permits are required for the inspection of volumes consisting of 
printed Gazettes, Minutes of Legislative Councils, Journals of Houses 


of Assembly, Colonial Sessional Papers, and other similar Papers 
which may be presumed to have been made public in the Colonies.

SIGNET OFFICE.—Open to public inspection to the end of the year 
1837. 

LoRD STEWARD’S DEPARTMENT.—Open to public inspection to 
the end of the year 1800. 

BOARD OF TRADE.—Open to public inspection to the end of the year 
1837. 

TREASURY.—Open to public inspection to the end of the year 1837, 


with the following exception, viz.— 
Civil List Records. 


War OFFIcE.—Pay Lists, Muster Rolls and Monthly Returns are 
open to public inspection without any restriction as to date. Other 
records are open when fifty years old, except that in the case of Corre- 
spondence and the Commander-in-Chief’s Memoranda Papers records 
of less than seventy years old are subject to censorship. 

No other records of the above Departments and no records of any 
kind of the following Departments can be inspected without a special 
permit from the Department concerned :—

The system upon which this Guide has been compiled, the records 


being shown under the classes to which they belong and the index 
being left to fill the need of a subject guide, has been sufficiently 
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explained in the first volume. Brief indications have been given under 
each class of the means of reference to it, but for more detailed informa- 
tion on this head the searcher must have recourse to the General 
Catalogue of lists, indexes, &c., described in Vol. I. Typed copies 
of this Catalogue will be found on the shelves of the Search Rooms. 

In the case of most of the Departmental records a system of 
shortened reference to the various classes has been adopted at the 
Public Record Office. This consists usually of the initials of the 
Department (e.g., C.O. = Colonial Office), sometimes of a single word 
or part of a word (e.g., Works = Office of Works, Inl. = Inland 
Revenue Office), followed by a number to represent the particular 
class. Where this system has been adopted uniformly throughout the 
records of a department, the short reference is shown in this work in 
parentheses after the full title of each class and should be used by the 
public in applying for any documents in these classes. Thus, to 
take one instance, in applying for the Judge Advocate General’s 
Correspondence relative to Courts Martial amongst the records of the 
War Office (see p. 194), it will suffice to write on the application 
ticket the short reference W.O. 72 followed by the number of the 
bundle required. | 

The account of the State Paper Office and of the records of the 
Commissioners of Forfeited Estates and the description of certain 
of the expired commissions, whose records are now with those of the 
Treasury, are partly based upon the descriptions given in Mr. Scargill- 
Bird’s Guide. The rest of the present volume is new. 

The index has again been made under my direction by Mr. D. L. 
Evans. 

My thanks are due to Mr. H. E. Headlam, the Assistant Keeper in 
charge of the Government Search Room in this Department, and to 
others*of my colleagues for assistance given me in the course of the 
work.

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RECORDS OF THE STATE PAPER OFFICE. 


Anciently, as has been already explained in Volume I of the present 
work, the affairs of the State in England as directed by the King’s 
Council were put in execution through the Chancery, the Chancellor 
exercising all the functions which can pertain to a modern Secretary 
of State. The acts of the Chancery required to be authenticated by 
the Great Seal of which the Chancellor was the keeper, and were 
recorded at length on the rolls of that department. 


In process of time the business of the State began to be exercised 
in a less formal manner, and to be diverted into other channels, and 
the King’s Secretary (who was at first styled the King’s Clerk, then 
Secretary, afterwards Principal Secretary, and who, probably about 
the time of Elizabeth, was first called Secretary of State), was gradually 
employed to execute much of the business formerly pertaining to the 
Chancellor. 


In the reign of Henry VIII the King’s Principal Secretary had become 
a person of so great importance that his rank and precedence were 
determined by Stat. 31 Hen. VIII, c. 10, and the business and corre- 
spondence of his office so much increased as to require in the same 
reign a second Principal Secretary, and subsequently a third. Each 
of these Secretaries, prior to the establishment of an office for the 
reception of their papers, as distinct from those of the Chancery, 
had the custody of the papers accumulated in his department. 


The State Paper Office, or, as it was originally called, the ‘ Office 
of Her Majesty’s Papers and Records for business of State and Council,’ 
was established by Queen Elizabeth in 1578, when Dr. Thomas Wilson 
was appointed ‘Clerk of the Papers.’* It was erected in order to 
prevent the ‘embezzlement’ of the papers owing to the frequent 
changes of Secretaries of State, and also because it was thought 
necessary ‘that a certain place should be appointed for them and a 
fit man chosen for registering and keeping them in order, who should 
be tied by oath for the secrecy and safe keeping thereof.’ 


Whenever a Secretary of State or other Minister resigned office or 
died it was usual to issue a Warrant for the delivery of his papers to 
the Keeper of the Papers, but such papers were frequently detained 
and only recovered by the most indefatigable exertions on the part of 
the successive Keepers in hunting them out. Sir Thomas Wilson, 
who succeeded to the office in the beginning of the reign of James I, 
spared no pains to increase the importance of his office and to recover 
any papers which he judged ought rightly to be in his custody, and the 
King gave him every encouragement to do so. In a Memorial issued 
by him about the year 1613, it is stated that there were then two sorts 
of papers in the State Paper Office, ‘ those that have been long kept 
at Whitehall and those brought from Salisbury House by himself 


¢: since the Lord Treasurer’s decease, which were far the greater in number.’ 


N otwithstanding this transfer, however, a large mass of papers appears 


to have been retained by the Secretaries of the late Lord Treasurer,

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one portion of which is now preserved in the Library of Hatfield House, 
the other having found its way, after a number of vicissitudes, into 
the Lansdowne collection of MSS. in the British Museum, of which 
under the title of ‘ Burghley Papers,’ it forms a most important division. 
Other extensive collections of scattered papers which had escaped the 
vigilance of successive Keepers of the Papers were made by Sir Robert 
Cotton in the reign of James I, by Sir Joseph Williamson in that of 
Charles II, and by Robert Harley, afterwards Earl of Oxford, towards 
the close of the 17th century. Two of these are well known as the 
Cottonian and Harleian collections in the British Museum, whilst the 
collection of Sir Joseph Williamson, which was placed by its originator 
in the State Paper Office, now forms part of the series of Domestic 
State Papers. 


The dispersion of State Papers was, however, never entirely checked, 
and, in addition to the collections above mentioned, they are to be 
found in great numbers in the libraries of the Universities, in the 
Lambeth Library, and in almost every private library of note. Those 
existing in private collections are now, however, being widely made 
known by means of the Reports issued from time to time by the 
Royal Commission on Historical Manuscripts. 


No systematic arrangement of the State Papers appears to have been 
attempted until Sir Thomas Wilson, the nephew of the first “ Keeper,’ 
succeeded to the office in the beginning of the reign of James I. Pre- 
vious to that time they were kept in chests, and appear to have been 
in great confusion. By Sir Thomas Wilson, however, they were ‘ reduced 
to a set form of library,’ and placed “in very convenient rooms near 
the old Banqueting House ’ at Whitehall. 


The plan first adopted by him of dividing the papers under the two 
heads of ‘ Domestical’ and ‘ Foreign,’ though interfered with many. 
times during the long period which has intervened by divisions and 
sub-divisions, is identical with that now in use, and is found, with the 
additional division of ‘Colonial,’ to be the simplest and best for all 
practical purposes. 


The Colonial papers formerly in the State Paper Office have now 
been amalgamated with those of the Colonial Office preserved in the 
Public Record Office and are described in the present work under the 
head of COLONIAL OFFICE, 


The papers relating to Ireland and Scotland, those relating to the 
former country being especially voluminous, have also been always 
kept distinct. 


In the year 1782 a clear division was made in the business of the two 
principal Secretaries of State by the establishment of the Home and 
Foreign departments. The State Papers prior to that date, both 
domestic and foreign, are now regarded as records of the old State 
Paper Office but from that year onwards as records of the Home Office 
and Foreign Office respectively. 

But few attempts were made by the early ‘ Keepers’ to calendar 
the State Papers. In 1764 Commissioners were appointed to methodize, 
regulate and digest the State Papers. They reported that although 
there were catalogues to some, there were no regular calendars, and 
strongly urged the necessity for the preparation of complete calendars 
and indexes, -°5— 


Although they were authorized by a Warrant, dated 16 July, 1764, 
to make exact calendars and indexes to all the said Papers and 
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Records, their proceedings appear to have been confined to sorting 
and arranging the papers until 1800, when their Commission was 
revoked, and a small establishment of clerks was allowed to the 
Keeper of State Papers. 


In 1825 a Commission was issued for printing and publishing the 
documents of the State Paper Office, it having been then considered, 
as stated (somewhat prematurely) in the Commission, that the docu- 
ments were in a great measure arranged and indexed. 


Under the auspices of this Commission selections of the most im- 
portant letters of the reign of Henry VIII were printed between the 
years 1830 and 1852 in 11 quarto volumes, with Indexes of persons 
and places. 


It was not, however, until the State Papers, by the operation of 
. the Record Act of r and 2 Vict. c. 94, and by the Order in Council 
of 5 March, 1852, were placed under the charge and superintendence 
of the Master of the Rolls that any regular system of calendars 
was adopted. Since that date close upon 200 volumes of Calendars 
of the Domestic, Foreign, and Colonial Papers, ranging from the reign 
of Henry VIII to that of George III, have been published, in the 
greater number of which the historical information contained in the 
original documents is reproduced with a minuteness of detail sufficient 
to render access to the original papers largely unnecessary. A List of 
some Printed Books, containing State Papers, is given in the Deputy 
Keeper’s 28th Report, pp. 140-141.

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RECORDS OF THE ADMIRALTY. 


Prior to 1832 the duties now performed by the Admiralty Depart- 
ment were carried out by several distinct Boards and Offices, and 
the records of these since the year 1688, which are now preserved 
in the Public Record Office, have been for the most part classified with 
those of the modern department. The records prior to 1688 are 
much dispersed: some of them will be found below in various classes 
of the Admiralty records ; others, such as the Navy Board papers down 
to the year 1673, are now amongst the documents of the State Paper 
Office ; others have found their way into public libraries or private 
collections. 


The Board of Admiralty is derived from the office of the Lord High 
Admiral, which at various periods between 1628 and 1689 was in com- 
mission, and since the latter year has, with the exception of two short 
periods, namely from 1701 to 1709 and in 1827-8, been so continuously. 


Down to 1832 the business of the navy devolved on the two principal 
Boards of the Admiralty and the Navy, from which a number of 
subordinate branches had been thrown off.* 


The Admiralty Board, withits Secretary, carried out the policy of the 
Government and was concerned with the military work of the Navy. 
It thus directed the movements of ships and appointed the fighting 
officers. It was in constant communication with the other branches 
of naval administration, to which it sent its orders, and corresponded 
with the Secretaries of State, the Treasury, and the other principal 
departments of State. The records of the Admiralty Board are now 
comprised in those of the Secretary’s Department. 


The Navy Board (the Principal Officers and Commissioners of the 
Navy), as it came to be known in later times, was in origin the older 
institution of the two, dating from the creation of the Navy Office 
by Henry VIII in April 1546 under a series of letters patent appointing 
the Lieutenant of the Admiralty, the Treasurer of Marine Causes, 
the Controller, the Surveyor, and the Clerk of the Ships and other 
officers. The Navy Office was subsequently remodelled from time 
to time, and in August 1660 the Navy Board was reconstituted by 
the appointment of three Commissioners,{ to whom a fourth was added 
in 1662,§ to act with the Treasurer and the other Principal Officers of 
the Navy. 


The Navy Board was concerned with the civil administration of the 
Navy. It had charge of the building, equipment and repair of the 
ships and the building and maintenance of the royal dockyards, and 
was responsible for the conduct of masters, carpenters and the seamen 
generally of the Navy other than the combatant parts of the crews. 


The Treasurer of the Navy was a member of the Navy Board, but had 
a separate office which was abolished in 1835 by Stat. 5 & 6 Will. IV,

Similarly the Surveyor of the Navy, who. was especially charged 
with the construction and repair of ships, was a member of the Navy 
Board, amongst the records of which will be found some of those relative 
to his office. The greater part of them, however, is now included 
with the records of the Controller of the Navy, upon whom the Sur- 
veyor’s former duties have largely devolved. _ : 


The records of the Commissioners of Victualling, who were first 
instituted in 1683,* are now included in those of the Victualling De 
partment of the Admiralty, and the records of the various Commissions 
for Sick and Wounded Seamen from the year 1698 onwards in those 
of the present Medical Department. Amongst the latter will be found 
many of the records relating to the care and exchange of Prisoners of 
War, although this was a matter which at different times was share¢ 
by other departments. | 


In 1832 by Stat. 2 & 3 Will. IV, c. 40, the Navy Board and the several 
Commissioners for Victualling the Navy and for the care of Sick ae 
Wounded Seamen were abolished, and their duties transferred to the 
Admiralty, by whom the civil administration of the Navy has Si 
been carried out under the direction of the special departments creat” 
for the purpose. 


Other departments, whose records are now included with those of 
the Admiralty and separately described below,are the Marine Pay Office, 
the Transport Board, Greenwich Hospital and the Chatham Chest. 

The records of the Admiralty preserved in the Public Record Offies 
are with certain exceptions open to public inspection down to the end of 
the year 1837.

1803 by Stat. 43 Geo. III, c. 119, the administration of the 
Chest was transferred to Greenwich Hospital, and was to be 
thenceforth denominated ‘ the Chest at Greenwich.’

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RECORDS OF THE COLONIAL OFFICE. 


The records at the Public Record Office now classified under this 
description comprise those which were formerly preserved at the State 
Paper Office as State Papers Colonial, and those which, since its exist- 
ence as a distinct department of state, have accumulated in the Colonial 
Office and have been transmitted thence at first to the State Paper 
Office and afterwards, when that office was amalgamated with the 
Public Record Office, directly to the latter department. 


In the State Paper Office were deposited, in addition to the records 
which came from the offices of the Secretaries of State, those formerly 
known as ‘ Board of Trade Records,’ which had accrued from the 
various committees of the Privy Council and special commissions 
appointed prior to the year 1782 to deal with matters affecting trade 
and the foreign plantations. These have now been incorporated in 
their respective classes of the ‘ Colonial Office Records.’ 


Prior to the Restoration several committees of the Privy Council and 
special commissions were appointed in the 17th century to investigate 
and settle questions arising out of particular trades and colonies, but 
the first commission to deal with all the colonies was appointed in 
April, 1634. Officially termed the Commission for Foreign Plantations, 
it continued to sit at least as late as August, 1641.* 


In 1660 Charles the Second established a Council of Foreign Planta- 
tions (having already, in the same year, erected a Council of Trade), 
which executed those duties, or a part of them, which are now dis- 
charged by the Secretary of State for the Colonies. By Letters Patent 
of 27th September, 1672, the business of the two Councils of Trade and 
Plantations was united and a Board erected called ‘ The Council of 
Trade and Plantations.’ , 

This Council was disestablished by Letters Patent of 21st December, 
1675, and its Papers, &c., directed to be delivered up to the Clerk of the 
Privy Council. It was, however, revived by William III, who, by 
Letters Patent dated 16th December, 1695, appointed Commissioners 
for promoting Trade generally, and inspecting and managing the 
Plantations in America and elsewhere. Similar commissions were 


_ issued from time to time until 1781. 


Concurrently with the administration of the Board of Trade, which was 


_ concerned primarily with the economic development of the colonies, 
and independently of it, ran that of the Secretaries of State, who dealt 


more especially with political matters and questions affecting the 
military defences. Most of the colonial business fell to the province of 


~y the secretary for the southern department, but in 1768 a third Secre- 


tary of State to deal with the colonies only was appointed; 


By Statute 22 George II, c. 82 (1782), the office of Secretary of 
State for the Colonies was abolished and also the Council of Trade and 
Plantations, the powers exercised by the latter being entrusted to such 
committee or committees as His Majesty might appoint. The Colonies 
then appear to have become a subordinate branch of the Home Depart- 
ment, known as the ‘ Office for Plantations.’

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A Department of War was created on the 11th July, 1794. To 
this was transferred in 1801 the business of the colonies, up to that 
date transacted at the Home Office, the Secretary of State being 
designated the Secretary for the Department of War and Colonies. 


On the outbreak of the Russian War in 1854 a Secretary of State for 
the Colonies was again appointed to relieve the War Secretary of 
colonial business, and the two departments have since that date re- 
mained entirely distinct. 


The records of the Colonial Office preserved at the Public Record 
Office are now open to public inspection with few exceptions to the end 
of the year 1860. No permits, however, are required for the inspection 
of printed gazettes, colonial sessional papers and other similar papers 
which may be presumed to have been made public in the Colonies.* 


Within recent years the colonial records have been rearranged as 
far as possible topographically under colonies, separate classes being 
formed under their respective colonies of (1) the original correspondence, 
reports, &c. (in-letters)f ; (2) entry books of out-letters, commissions, 
warrants, &c. {; (3) Colonial Acts; (4) sessional papers consisting of 
minutes and journals of Colonial Councils and Assemblies ; (5) Govern- 
ment gazettes; and (6) Miscellanea, comprising colonial newspapers, 
blue books of statistics, shipping and other returns, and accounts and 
memoranda of various sorts. An exception from this arrangement 
had to be made in the case of the general series of papers relating to the 
American and West Indian Colonies between the years 1574 and 1688, 
with addenda extending to 1697, which had already been arranged 
chronologically and bound into volumes in accordance with their 
existing calendar references. A few classes of more special character 
and others relating to the colonies generally will be found at the end of 
the following list. for some new classes which have been transferred 
to the Public Record Office in 1924 see Appendix II., pp. 206 seqq. 


A general list of the Colonial Office records to the end of the year 
1837, the date at which they were then opened to public inspection, 
and including all the records above mentioned which are open without 
restriction as to period was published in 1911 (Lists and Indexes, No. 
XXXVI). A Calendar of Colonial State Papers relating to America and 
the West Indies beginning in the year 1574 is in progress, nineteen 
volumes extending to the year 1709 having been already issued.

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RECORDS OF THE BOARD OF CUSTOMS AND 
| EXCISE. 


In medieval times the Customs revenue was administered at the 
Exchequer but during the sixteenth century the expedient was adopted 
of putting it out to farm. This system was continued generally until 
1671 when the Crown appointed six Commissioners to manage the Cus- 
toms duties on imports and exports in England and Wales.* 


In 1723 the operations of the Commissioners were extended to 
Scotland, their number being increased to fourteen of whom seven were 
to be resident in London, five in Edinburgh and two were to be travelling 
Commissioners for the Outports.¢t In the ledger books described 
below the returns for Scotland are generally shown separately from those 
for England and Wales, in which until the year 1827 or there-abouts 
distinction is observed between the imports and exports of London 
and those of the outports. 


In 1823 by Stat. 4 Geo. IV., c. 23, it was enacted that the King might 
appoint one Board of Customs and one Board of Excise for the United 
Kingdom. By a later statute of the same year (c.72) the duties on 
nearly all foreign goods imported into or exported from Ireland were 
made similar to the British rates. Itis not, however, until the year 1830 
that Irish imports and exports appear in the ledger books. 


The London Custom House has been burnt down on three cccasions, 
the last being in 1814, when there is no doubt that a large number of 
earlier records were destroyed. 


In 1909 the Excise Department was amalgamated with the Customs 
and the Excise records at Somerset House transferred to the Custom 
House. None of the Excise records have to the present been transferred 
to the Public Record Office. 


The records of the Customs Department which are now in the Public 
Record Office are open to public inspection to the end of the year 1837.

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RECORDS OF THE EXCHEQUER AND AUDIT OFFICE. 


The Exchequer and Audit Office owes its origin to the Exchequer and 
Audit Departments Act, 1866 (Stat. 29 & 30 Vict. c. 39). Under this Act 
the separate offices of the Controller General of the Exchequer and the 
Commissioners of Audit were abolished and their functions united under 
the Controller and Auditor General. 


The records of this Office now preserved at the Public Record Office 
consist for the most part of those formerly belonging to the Commis- 
sioners of Audit and to various offices which had been absorbed by them 
in the course of their history. They include in addition certain of the 
records of the Controller General of the Exchequer, of which, however, 
the main portion is separately preserved at the Record Office and has 
been already described in Vol. I of the present work. 


The Commissioners for auditing the Public Accounts of the Kingdom, 
called more briefly the Commissioners of Audit, were created in 1785 by 
Stat. 25 Geo. III, c. 52, to take over the duties of the two Auditors of 
the Imprest, whose offices were thereby abolished. The Auditors of 
the Imprest (or Prests) appear to date as officers of the Exchequer 
from the second year of Queen Elizabeth and something has already 
beeri said of their functions in this work.* Their records, con- 
sisting mainly of the Declared Accounts and documents subsidiary 
thereto, are now preserved amongst those of the Exchequer and 
Audit Office. 


Two of the five Commissioners of Audit originally appointed by the 
Act of 1785 were to be the Controllers of Army Accounts, whose office 
was created by letters patent in 1703, and continued by successive 
grants during pleasure which were finally revoked on 31 March, 1835.f 
Their records, consisting of their Minutes and Reports, will be found 
described below. 


In 1832, by Stat. 2 & 3 Will. IV, c. gg, the duties of the Commissioners 
for auditing the Public Accounts in Ireland were transferred to the 
similar Commissioners for Great Britain with a consequent transfer of 
their records. The Irish Commissioners had been created by an Act 
of Parliament of 1812 but had taken over the functions of the Com- 
missioners of Imprest Accounts in Ireland created in 1783 by Irish 
Stat. 23 & 24 Geo. III; c. 26. 


The records of the Exchequer and Audit Office now preserved at the 
Public Record Office are open to public inspection down to the end of 
the year 1837. Lists of them for this period have been issued in the 

series of Lists and Indexes (No. II, 1893, and No. XLVI, 1921).

The Treaty of Peace signed at the conclusion of the American 
War of Independence in 1783 provided for the payment by the 
United States of America of the claims of all those who had 
suffered losses in America on account of their loyalty to the 
British Crown. Several Acts of Parliament, of which the first 
was Stat. 23 Geo. III, c. 80, were subsequently passed in favour 
of such Loyalists and during the delays and negotiations caused 
by infractions of the Treaty between 1784 and 1794 various 
pensions and compensations were paid to the sufferers by the 
British Government. 

Finally, in November 1794, a new Treaty of Amity between 
Great Britain and the United States of America was signed, the 
6th Article of which had for its object the settlement of all debts 
contracted with and due to British subjects prior to the peace of 
1783. This Treaty was ratified in 1796 and joint Commissioners 
were appointed to carry it into effect. The American Com- — 
missioners, however, seceded in 1799 and a new Convention was 
signed in January, 1802, by which England and America agreed 
upon the mutual payment of claims, and in 43 George III an 
Act was passed for carrying such convention into effect. 

The Commissioners appointed under this Act considered 
claims to nearly five and a half millions, of which claims amount- 
ing to £1,420,000 were allowed to be good. The divisible fund 
was £659,493 and successful claimants received dividends pro 
rata. 

Series I of the Audit Office records of this Commission consists 
of entry books and ledgers containing the evidence of witnesses, 
reports and other communicated documents, the examinations 
and decisions of the Commissioners, lists of claims, &c. Series 
II contains the original claims and papers in support thereof, 
examinations, &c.

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RECORDS OF THE FOREIGN OFFICE, 


The records now classified as belonging to the Foreign Office date with 
certain exceptions from March, 1782, when the rearrangement of the 
business of the Office of the Secretaries of State left the Secretary for the 
Northern Department with matters relating to foreign countries and 
resulted eventually in his becoming definitely known as the Principal 
Secretary of State for Foreign Affairs. 


The books and papers of the Secretaries’ Office relating to foreign 
affairs of an earlier date than the year 1782 have been already described 
in the present work in the account of the State Paper Office. In the 
division of the foreign correspondence between the old State Paper Office 
and the present Foreign Office a certain overlapping in years has been 
inevitable, some of the bound volumes in the latter containing letters of 
earlier dates than 1782. 

The records of the Foreign Office are now open to public inspection, 
with a few exceptions, to the end of the year 1860. For the inspection of 
records of a later date the special permission of the Foreign Secretary is 
necessary. Printed lists of the records of the department to the end of 
the year 1837, now preserved in the Public Record Office, have been 
issued in the series of Lists and Indexes, No. XLI (1914). The Archives 
of British Legations and Consulates described below have, owing to the 
present lack of accommodation in the Public Record Office, been 
temporarily removed to Cambridge, but arrangements, where good 
cause is shown, can be made for their inspection.

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RECORDS OF THE COMMISSIONERS OF 
FORFEITED ESTATES. 


By an act passed in the first year of George the First (1 George I, c. 50) 
entitled ‘An act for appointing Commissioners to inquire of the Estates 
of certain Traitors, and of Popish Recusants, and of Estates given to 
Superstitious Uses in order to raise money out of them severally for the 
use of the publick,’ all the real estates and hereditaments of persons 
attainted (or who should be attainted before 24 June, 1718) of any High 
Treason committed before 1 June, 1716, were declared to be forfeited 
and vested in the Crown without further office or inquisition found ; 
and the Commissioners were thereby empowered in a summary manner 
to inquire and inform themselves by and upon the testimony of 
witnesses upon oath and by the inspection of Deeds, Writings and 
Records and otherwise, and to make a registry in Books provided for 
that purpose of the names of persons convicted or attainted of High 
Treason, as before mentioned, and of all real estates and interests 
vested in the Crown pursuant to the Act, and by what tenure the same 
were held, and of all incumbrances to which they were liable. 


By another Act made and passed 4 George I, c. 8, and entitled 
‘An Act for vesting the Forfeited Estates in Great Britain and Ireland 
in Trustees, to be sold for the use of the publick; and for giving 
relief to lawful creditors, by determining the claims; and for the 
effectual bringing into the respective Exchequers the Rents and Profits 
of the said Estates, till sold’ it was enacted that the Commissioners 
before-mentioned might summon and call before them all creditors or 
claimants against the estates forfeited as aforesaid and might proceed in 
a summary way, without the formality of proceedings in Courts of Law 
and Equity, to examine witnesses, examine deeds and evidences, and 
adjudge all such claims before the 24th March, 1719. 


By the same Act it was further enacted that the Commissioners, or 
any four or more of them, should be taken to be a Court of Record, and 
their decrees were to be fairly entered of record in parchment books. 
The Commissioners held their sittings at Preston and at Essex House and 
the Temple, London, and adopted in their proceedings a course analog- 
ous to that of the Court of Chancery. ; 

The records of the Commission prior to their removal to the Public 
Record Office in 1856 were preserved in the Tower of London. They 
are open to public inspection.

This Office, as already explained in the present work,* was estab- 
lished in 1832 by Stat. 2 Will. IV, c. 1, when the enrolling and archive 
duties of the former Auditors of Land Revenue were transferred to a 
new officer to be called the Keeper of the Office of Land Revenue 
Records and Enrolments. 

From that year until 1903 the records of the Office were separately 
housed but consequent on the appointment in December, 1902, of the 
Deputy Keeper of the Public Records to be the Keeper of the Office of 
Land Revenue Records and Enrolments, with a view to the practical 
amalgamation of that Office with the Public Record Office, they were 
removed in April 1903 to the latter Office, where the enrolment business 
has since been carried on.

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RECORDS OF THE MINISTRY OF MUNITIONS. 


The Ministry of Munitions was created in 1915 by Stat. 5 & 6 Geo. V, 
c. 51, ‘An Act for establishing, in connexion with the present War, a 
Ministry of Munitions of War, and for purposes incidental thereto.’ 

By section 6 of this Statute the office of the Minister of Munitions and 
the Ministry were to cease to exist twelve months after the conclusion of 
the War or such earlier period as might be fixed by His Majesty in 
Council. 

By Stat. 11 & 12 Geo. V, c. 8 (Ministries of Munitions and Shipping 
(Cessation) Act 1921) it was enacted that any Order in Council made 
under the above section might provide for the transfer to any Govern- 
ment Department of any property, rights and habilities held, enjoyed 
and incurred by the said Ministries, provided that any organization 
established under any such order should cease to exist not later than 31 
March, 1924. 

Accordingly under an Order in Council of 24 March, 1921, a Commis- 
sion to be appointed by the Treasury and known as the Disposal and 
Liquidation Commission was established to perform such of the powers 
and duties transferred to the Treasury as related to the disposal of 
surplus Government property and the completion and liquidation of 
contracts and other liabilities entered into by the Ministry of Munitions. 
In accordance with the later of the two above Statutes this Commission 
will cease to exist on 31 March, 1924.

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RECORDS OF THE NATIONAL DEBT OFFICE.

The Commissioners for the reduction of the National Debt were 
established by Stat. 26 Geo. III, c.31. In 1816 (Stat. 56 Geo. III, c. 98) 
the separate Commissioners who had been appointed for the reduction 
of the Debt in Ireland were abolished and the British Commissioners 
became Commissioners for the whole of the United Kingdom. 

From 1 August, 1808, the Commissioners were empowered by Stat. 48 
Geo. III, c. 142, to grant Life Annuities charged upon the funds created 
for the reduction of the National Debt. The Commissioners have also 
been invested under the various Savings Banks Acts with wide powers 
of control and management of the funds remitted to them by the trustees 
of such banks or of Friendly Societies. 


The following records of the National Debt Office have been trans- 
mitted to the Public Record Office. They are not open to inspection 
without the permission of the Controller General of the former Depart- 
ment. 


First Series : Life Annuities, 1745 to 1757. Tontine, 1789.

In 1835 by Stat. 5 & 6 Will. IV, c. 35, the four separate offices of the 
Receiver and Paymaster General of the Forces, the Paymaster and 
Treasurer of Chelsea Hospital, the Treasurer of the Navy and the 
Treasurer of the Ordnance were abolished and consolidated in a new 
office called the Office of H.M. Paymaster General. | 

Previously, in 1808 (Stat. 48 Geo. III, c. 1), Paymasters of Exchequer 
Bills had been appointed and in 1834 the Act abolishing the Tellers and 
other ancient offices of the Exchequer of Receipt (Stat. 4 & 5 Will. IV, 
c. 15) had directed that a Paymaster with an account at the Bank of 
England should be appointed by the Treasury to pay all salaries, 
allowances, &c. formerly payable in detail at the Exchequer. This 
officer became known as the Paymaster of the Civil Services. 

By Stat. 11 & 12 Vict. c 55 (1848) the offices of the Paymasters of 
Exchequer Bills and the Paymaster of the Civil Services were consolid- 
ated in that of the Paymaster General. 

The records of the Paymaster General are open to public inspection 
to the end of the year 1837 and lists of them down to that year have 
been published in the series of Lists and Indexes, No. XLVI (1921).

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RECORDS OF THE PRIVY COUNCIL OFFICE. 


The registers of the Privy Council which have been preserved in the 
Council Office are not of earlier date than the year 1540 when the regular 
series begins. The unbound papers except for a few single documents 


- date from the end of the seventeenth century onty. A volume extending 


from the year 1421 to the year 1435 known as ‘the Book of the 
Council,’ is amongst the Cottonian manuscripts at the British Museum 
and original minutes and other papers of the Council of earlier date 


‘than have been preserved in the Council Office are scattered amongst 


the documents belonging to the State Paper Office, the British Museum 
and in various private or sem-public collections. 


Seven volumes entitled Proceedings and Ordinances of the Privy 
Council edited by Sir Harris Nicolas and dealing with the years ro 
Richard II to 33- Henry VIII were published by the Record Commis- 
sioners between 1834 and 1837. Ofall these volumes, with the exception 
of the last, the material was derived entirely from documents in the 
British Museum including the above mentioned Council Book. Vol. 
VII contains the greater part of the first Volume of the Register which 
was then preserved at the Council Office. 


In 1904 the first twenty-three volumes of the Register extending from 
1540 to 1598 which had then been printed in the new series of Acts of the 
Privy Council were transferred from the Privy Council Office to the 
Public Record Office. Since then the succeeding volumes to the year 
1836, together with the Papers described below, have been similarly 
transferred. 


The records of the Judicial Committee of the Privy Council in 
ecclesiastical and maritime causes which were formerly preserved at the 
Admiralty Registry have been described in Vol. I of the present work. 
Those of the same Committee in other causes are preserved at the 
Council Office. 


The records of the Privy Council Office which are now in the Public 
Record Office are open to public inspection without special permit to the 
end of the year 1837.

Prior to 1 May, 1613, there are several gaps in the series, the 
most considerable being that immediately preceding that date 
from I Jan., 1602. The volumes covering that period are known 
to have been destroyed by fire in the year 1619 and the same fate 
may have attended others of the missing volumes, but one of 
them, extending from 10 May, 1545, to 26 Jan., 1547, is now 
Additional MS. 5476 in the British Museum. 


The Council books and other proceedings during the time of the 
Commonwealth are amongst the records of the State Paper Office.

RECORDS OF THE PRIVY SEAL OFFICE. 


The use of a small or privy seal by the sovereign can be traced back at 
feast to the reign of John, when letters patent or close are occasionally 
found issued under such a seal but sometimes the seal is used as in later 
times as the authority for the issue of letters under the great seal.* 

On the development of the Chancery into an independent department 
of state the Crown gradually lost its direct control over the great seal and 
appears to have set up the privy seal against it in the exercise of its 
personal authority. Under Henry III the custody of the small or privy 
seal became attached to the Wardrobe, the department which came to 
assume the secretarial functions of the Royal Household, and until the 
last years of Edward II’s reign the keeper of the privy seal is to be 
identified with the Controller of the Wardrobe. The Lords Ordainers 
of 131I aimed at bringing about a separation of these offices and the 
appointment of a fit clerk to keep the privy seal to be chosen by the 
King with the advice and consent of the barons. The last three keepers 
of the privy seal of the reign of Edward II were Chancery and not, as 
almost invariably up to that time, Wardrobe clerks. 

The privy seal became one of the necessary steps in the ordinary 
method of passing an instrument under the great seal. Some Privy 
Council ordinances of the reign of Henry VI laid down that ‘ all bills 
_ when the King of his good grace hath granted them be delivered to his 
secretary and letters to be conceived upon them directed under the signet 
to the Keeper of the Privy Seal and from thence under the privy seal to 
the Chancellor of England.’ This was the procedure for the most 
important purposes in which the great seal was employed which first 
received parliamentary authority in 1535 by Statute 27 Hen. VIII, c. 11. 

No warrant for the issue of the King’s treasure was deemed sufficient 
unless it were under either the great seal or the privy seal. 

The provisions of the Act of 1535 for the passing of instruments under 
the great seal remained substantially in force until 1851 when by Stat. 14 
& 15 Vict. c. 82 the Signet Office was abolished and the signet bill 
ceased to be the Lord Privy Seal’s authority for his warrant to the Lord 
Chancellor. By the Great Seal Act of 1884 (Stat. 47 & 48 Vict. c. 30) the 
necessity of passing any instrument under the privy seal was abolished 
and the Privy Seal Office ceased to exist. 

Until a comparatively late date the Privy Seal Office does not appear 
to have kept its records. A warrant of 1386 directed all the records of 
the Office of the reign of Edward III to be removed to the custody of the 
keeper of the rolls of Chancery.t As will be seen the earlier series of 
warrants for the privy seal described below come from sources other 
than the Privy Seal Office. The earliest series of records which were 
kept in that Office were the Docquet Books in which were entered notes 
of all the warrants that passed the privy seal. On the abolition of the 
Privy Seal Office in 1884 the records remaining in it were removed to the 
Public Record Office. This transfer has since been confirmed by 
countersigned warrant so that the records are now legally in the 
custody of the Master of the Rolls and subject to the conditions govern- 
ing the production of the records described in Vol. I of the present 
Guide.

These are the warrants prepared by the Clerks of the Signet and 
forwarded to the Office of the Keeper of the Privy Seal as his 
authority for making out a writ of privy seal. The collection is 
very incomplete as these warrants were generally retained by the 
several Lords Privy Seal. Of the above three series the third 
only was preserved in the Privy Seal Office prior to its removal 
to the Public Record Office. The greater part of Series I and II 
came from the records in the Treasury of the Receipt of the 
Exchequer. With them has been incorporated a number of 
documents found in some bags in the Pells Office which were 
believed to have been brought there from Whitehall after a fire 
in thereignof James I. These bags after several adventures were 
transmitted in 1770 by order of the House of Lords to the State 
Paper Office. 

For warrants of an earlier date than the reign of Richard II see 
the description of the Chancery Warrants for the Great Seal in 
Vol. I of the present work. A collection of Warrants for and 
Docquets of Privy Seals dating between the years 1634 and 1711 
and formerly belonging to the Duke of Newcastle as Lord Privy 
Seal in the reign of Queen Anne is now amongst the Harleian MSS. 
at the British Museum. They are calendared in the Deputy 
Keeper’s Thirtieth Report, pp. 360-503. 

Files 61 to 64 of Series I consist of CERTIFICATES OF HOMAGE, 
Edw. III to Hen. VII. These are for the most part warrants to 
the Keeper of the Privy Seal to prepare the requisite warrants for 
writs of livery to issue under the Great Seal. They are in the 
form of letters from the Master of the Rolls to the Chamberlain 
of the Household requesting him to present the heir to the King 
so that he might perform his homage. On this being done, the 
Chamberlain certified on the face of the letter that the homage 
had been taken and sent on this certificate to the Keeper of the 
Privy Seal whose warrant it became for the issue of letters of 
Privy Seal directed to the Chancellor. 

Files 65 to 71 of the same series are FIATS FOR PROTECTIONS 
and the like, Edw. III to Hen. VIII. 

Privy Seal Office Docquet Books. 1571 to 1884. 40 Vols. 
After 1851 there are no warrants in the Privy Seal Office 
corresponding to the entries in these books. The sign manual 
warrants, which under Stat. 14 & 15 Vict. c. 82 took the place of 
the signet bills, after being passed and entered by the Lord 
Privy Seal were sent on to the Lord Chancellor and will be found 
amongst the Warrants for the Great Seal in the Chancery 
records.

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RECORDS OF THE SIGNET OFFICE. 


The use of the signet as an authority for the royal acts is at least as 
early as the reign of Edward III. In the 15th century the Clerks of the 
Signet formed a distinct office under the King’s principal secretary in 
whom the custody of the signet was vested. 

In the reign of Henry VI the use of the signet at an early stage in the 
passage of grants under the great seal was regulated by the Privy 
Council.* The system, however, of a chain of official responsibility 
in the making of royal grants was not established by Parliament until 
1535 when by Stat. 27 Hen. VIII, c. 11 (an Act concerning Clerks of the 
Signet and Privy Seal) it was enacted that all grants by the King or in his 
name should be brought to his principal secretary or one of the Clerks of 
the Signet and that a warrant from a Clerk of the Signet to the Keeper 
of the Privy Seal, to be followed by one from a Clerk of the Privy Seal 
to the Keeper of the Great Seal, should be the authority in ordinary 
cases for affixing the great seal toa grant. A scale of fees for the 
clerks of the Signet and Privy Seal Offices was laid down by the Act and 
provision was made for the payment of these fees in cases where the 
grant was passed by immediate warrant and did not go through the two 
offices. 

The business of the Signet Office was performed by the four clerks 
acting in person or by deputy. Their primary duty was upon receipt of 
a warrant under the royal sign manual, countersigned by a Secretary 
of State or the Treasury, to draw out on parchment the King’s Bill 
which was sent to the Secretary of State for the royal sign manual. 
At some period it became necessary for the Attorney General or Solicitor 
General to prepare the bills in certain cases, such as creations of nobility, 
charters, commissions and patents for invention. When the King’s 
Bills were returned to the Signet Office duly signed a transcript was 
made of them to which the signet was affixed. This transcript was 
then sent to the Privy Seal Office and was known as the Signet Bill 
being the authority for the Writ of Privy Seal to the Lord Chancellor. 

A secondary duty of the Signet Office was the entering of all letters 
dispatched under the royal sign manual from the government to the 
Lord Lieutenant of Ireland. 

The Signet Office was abolished in 1851 by Stat. 14 & 15 Vict. c. 82, 
which substituted simpler forms for the passing of grants under the great 
seal for those previously in vogue. Such duties of the Office as still 
remained under this Act were henceforth to be performed in the Office 
of the Home Secretary. . 

The following are the records of the Signet Office now preserved in the 
Public Record Office. They are open to public inspection to the end of 
the year 1837, and down to that date are included in the printed list 
of State Papers relating to Great Britain and Ireland, published in 
Lists and Indexes, No. XLIII (1914). Permission to inspect the 
records after 1837 must be obtained from the Home Office.

RECORDS OF THE LORD STEWARD’S DEPARTMENT 
(BOARD OF GREEN CLOTH). 


The Board of Green Cloth, ‘the Counting House of the King’s 
Household ’ as it is termed by Sir Edward Coke, is presided over by the 
Lord Steward and those who formerly attended its meetings included 
the Treasurer, the Controller, the Master and the Cofferer amongst other 
officers of the Household. Its business was to take the accounts of the 
daily expenditure and make the necessary provisions for the Household 
and payment for the same, and to see to the good government of the 
sovereign’s household servants.” 


Prior to 1782 the principal accounting officer of the Lord Steward’s 
Department was the Cofferer whose accounts were delivered into the 
Exchequer and are preserved amongst the Declared Accounts of the 
Pipe Office. His duties have been described as the payment of the wages 
of the King’s servants beneath the stairs, those of the Lord Chamberlain 
being the payment of the wages of those above the stairs of the House- 
hold. The accounts preserved in the Lord Steward’s Department up 
to 1782 are therefore all subsidiary to the Cofferer’s main account. 
In 1761 a considerable reorganisation in the system of keeping these 
subsidiary accounts was made, each sub-department of the Household 
having henceforth its ledger, which included both salaries and ordinary 
and extraordinary expenses. 


In 1782, by Stat. 22 Geo. III, c. 82, the offices of the Cofferer, the six 
clerks of the Board of Green Cloth and certain others of the Household 
were abolished and provision was made for more economical methods 
of keeping the accounts of Civil List expenditure under the direction 
of the Lords Commissioners of the Treasury. Thenceforth the Esti- 
mates described below (L.S. 18, Nos. 303, 304) became the main account 
of the Lord Steward’s Department. 


Connected with the Board of Green Cloth was the business of the 
Court of the Verge, which represented the ancient jurisdiction of the 
Steward and Marshal of the King’s House within a certain area round 
the place where the King might happen to reside for the time being. 
This jurisdiction, which was primarily intended for the control of the 
King’s household servants and to administer justice between them, 
had been regulated by various statutes from the year 1300 onwards. 
By Stat. 13 Richard II, c. 3, its jurisdiction was confined to a space of 
twelve miles from the King’s lodging. The records of the separate 
courts of the Marshalsea and the Palace of Westminster which grew 
out of this jurisdiction and were both abolished in 1849 have been de- 
scribed in Vol. lof the present work. The ancient Court of the Verge 
as finally established by Stat. 27 Henry VIII, c. 24, s. 10, still exists 
‘for certain purposes and: some of its records will be found described 
below. |

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The records of the various Councils of Trade and Plantations which 
existed between the years 1660 and 1782 now belong to the Colonial 
Office and are elsewhere described in this work. In the latter year 
by Stat. 22 Geo. III, c. 82, the Board of Trade and Plantations which 
had been erected in 1695 was abolished and by section 15 of that Statute 
the business theretofore done by the Board was entrusted to any 
Committee or Committees of the Privy Council which the Crown might 
appoint. Accordingly by an Order in Council of 5 March, 1784, and again 
by a further Order of 23 Aug., 1786, which is still in force, Committees 
of the Privy Council for the consideration of all matters relating to 
Trade and Foreign Plantations were constituted. For long the duties 
of this Committee were almost entirely consultative but in 1840 it 
began to acquire the modern executive functions of the present Board.* 
The Committee obtained its present name of the Board of Trade in 
1861 by Stat. 24 & 25 Vict. c..47. 

The records of the Board of Trade which have been transferred to the 
Public Record Office extend, with certain exceptions among the Mis- 
cellanea, mainly between the years 1784 and 1839. They are open to 
public inspection down to the end of the year 1837 and lists of the various 
classes to that year are printed in Public Record Office Lists and 
Indexes, No. XLVI (1921).

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RECORDS OF THE TREASURY. 


The ancient functions of the Treasurer, who at an early date succeeded 
the Justiciar as the presiding officer of the Exchequer, have been 
already described in Vol. I of the present work. The development of the 
Treasury as a distinct Department of State belongs to later times. It was 
a gradual process but its first beginnings are usually attributed to the 
period of Lord Burghley’s tenure of the Office of Lord Treasurer, when 
owing to his many duties as the leader of the Government he came to sit 
less and less at the Exchequer. He is thought to have been the first 
Lord Treasurer to have transmitted his ordersin writing to the Exchequer 
through a secretary, although there are not wanting earlier instances of 
Treasurer’s warrants and written orders to the officers of that Court. 


It was not, however, until the Treasury was put in commission in 1635 
that the necessity of recording the several Acts of the Board in entry 
books kept in the Department became apparent. Accordingly from 
this date various series of Warrant Books and the like are in existence 
amongst the records of the Treasury, but it is at a still later date, 
namely the year 1667, when the Treasury on the death of the Earl of 
Southampton was again put in commission, that the modern system of 
Minute Books with Warrant, Order, Letter Books and the like begins. 


By the Act of Union with Scotland, the Lord High Treasurer of 
England became the Lord High Treasurer of Great Britain. By Stat. 
56 Geo. III, c. 98, the offices of the Lord High Treasurer of Great 
Britain and the Lord High Treasurer of Ireland were consolidated in the 
person of the Lord High Treasurer of the United Kingdom of Great 
Britain and Ireland. 

The Treasury has the entire control and management of the public 
revenue and expenditure and its powers therefore extend over every 
department of public administration in the Kingdom. Down to the 
year 1856 the very wide business of the Board was distributed amongst 
several divisions or departments, whose number and the matters each 
dealt with were varied from time to time. In those cases where a divi- 
sion or department used a general entry book for its letters, the business 
of that division or department for the period concerned is described 
in the following account. 

The records of the Treasury now preserved at the Public Record 
Office are, with the exception of Civil List records, open to public 
inspection to the end of the year 1837. Lists of the various classes down 
to this year have been printed in Public Record Office Lists and 
Indexes, No. XLVI (1921). The Board Papers (T. 1) are described in 
the printed Calendar of Treasury Papers, 1556 to 1728 (6 Vols.) which is 
continued in the Calendar of Treasury Books and Papers, 1729 to 1745 
(5 Vols.) A Calendar of Treasury Books (Minute Books, Letter Books, 
Warrant Books, &c.) from 1660 is in progress, eight volumes carrying 
the calendar down to 12 February, 1689, having been already 
published. From 1729 to 1745 the Books are described in the above 
Calendar of Treasury Books and Papers. 


For the inspection of the records subsequent to 1837 a special permit 
from the Lords Commissioners of the Treasury is required.

the Act of 3 & 4 William IV, c. 73, by which slavery was abolished 
in the British Dominions and a sum of {20,000,000 was granted 
by Parliament to compensate the slave proprietors. This was 
followed by various other Acts to facilitate the distribution of 
the Compensation, until by Stat. 4 Vict., c. 18, it was directed that 
moneys unpaid after 31 Dec., 1842, should revert to the public.

The total number of Slaves registered 
at the last slave registration was 780,993, and the sum voted was 
only sufficient to pay about 40 per cent. of their value, and in as 
much as no fixed standard of value could be placed per head on 
each slave, the amount varying, not only according to the sex, 
age, and infirmity or capabilities of the slave, but also between 
colony and colony, * in consequence of the amount of population, 
nature and scarcity of employment and so on, a very laborious 
investigation by Assistant Commissioners appointed for each 
colony became necessary, the results of which are embodied 
in the books and records of this class.

At the 
end of the war it was agreed by the Treaty of Paris (1815) that 
damages should be paid on award by a joint commission and two

French, Danish and Spanish Claims Commissions (T. 78)—(continued). 


Conventions annexed to the Treaty, Nos. VII and XIII, dealt 
respectively with the claims of British subjects in France and the 
claims of all persons without France. The first Commission was 
appointed in 1815 and others from time to time till the final 
Commission in 1833. 

The Commissioners who were appointed by Treasury Warrant 
of 23 Jan., 1833, to adjudicate finally upon the French Claims 
were, by a Treasury Minute of 29 July, 1834, instructed to 
investigate the Claims made on the Government of Denmark by 
British subjects for the confiscation of their property in the year 
1807 in retaliation on Great Britain for taking forcible possession 
of the Danish fleet. 

The same Commissioners -were further instructed in 1838 
to inquire and adjudicate on the Claims preferred on the 
Government of Spain by British subjects for losses sustained by 
the confiscation of their property and sequestration of book 
debts immediately prior to the declaration of war against this 
country in 1804. 

The records of these several Commissions consist of Awards, 
with the documents in support of the claims attached, and the 
Correspondence and Minutes of the Commissioners.

The Books and Papers of this Committee consist of Accounts, 
Letter Books, Minute Books, Memorials, Pension Lists and 
Subsistence Accounts extending in date from about 1792 to 1806.

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RECORDS OF THE TREASURY SOLICITOR. 


Appointments of a Solicitor or Solicitors to the Treasury have been 
made from the latter part of the seventeenth century onwards.* In 
1876 (Stat. 39 & 40 Vict. c. 18) the Treasury Solicitor was constituted 
a corporation sole with capacity to hold real and personal property and 
to sue and be sued.

The records now at the Public Record Office which come under this 
category formerly belonged to a number of independent offices whose 
final consolidation in the present War Office was not completed until the 
year 1870.* 

Of these offices the oldest was the BOARD OF ORDNANCE whose records 
date from the year 1570. There was a Master of the King’s Ordnance in 
the fifteenth century and probably earlier and under the Tudors the 
Ordnance appears as fully established at the Tower of London. In the 
reign of Charles II the Board of Ordnance was reorganised and its duties 
defined. Its functions were to supply both the army and navy with 
arms and ammunition and to provide and maintain barracks and 
fortifications. The president of the Board was the Master General of 
the Ordnance. By virtue of his office he was Commander-in-Chief of the 
artillery and engineers. In 1855, by Stat. 18 & 19 Vict., c. 117, the 
duties of the Board were transferred to the Secretary of State for the 
War Department and it ceased to exist as a separate office. 


The office of SECRETARY-AT-WAR, which must be distinguished from 
the later one of Secretary of State for War, dates from the Restoration. 
On 28 January, 1661, Sir William Clarke, who held a similar office under 
the Commonwealth, was commissioned to be Secretary-at-War to all the 
forces raised or to be raised in England and Wales.t The Secretary- 
at-War appears to have been at first personally attendant upon the 
Commander-in-Chief of the forces but in course of time he rose to supreme 
importance and except in the matter of responsibility became practically 
a Secretary of State. His business was ‘to communicate the King’s 
pleasure in matters of military administration, to prepare for the King’s 
signature and to countersign warrants on the authority of which the 
Treasury paid over to the Paymaster of the Forces the money voted 
by Parliament for the maintenance of the army.’{ He saw that the 
regiments were kept up to their respective establishments, provided for 
the quartering of the soldiers, issued the marching orders, countersigned 
the officers’ commissions and generally attended to the needs of the 
army in all matters of routine. It was not, however, until the year- 
1783 that his office was regulated by Statute when he was required to 
prepare the army estimates each year and was made responsible to. 
Parliament for all matters of military finance and accounts. The ap- 
pointment of a Secretary of State for War in 1794 and of a permanent 
Commiander-in-Chief in the following year greatly undermined the. 
importance of his office. In 1855 the Secretary of State for War was. 
commissioned to perform the duties appertaining to the Secretary-at- 
War§ and in 1863 by Stat. 26 & 27 Vict., c. 12, the office of the latter 
was finally abolished.

164 RECORDS OF THE WAR OFFICE. 


The COMMANDER-IN-CHIEF was responsible for discipline and the 
enforcement of the military regulations. The series of letter books 
belonging to his department now preserved begins in the year 1765 butit 
was not until 1795 that a permanent Commander-in-Chief of the Army 
was appointed. This resulted in the dual control of the army, at first 
by the Secretary-at-War and afterwards by the Secretary of State at the 
War Office and the Commander-in-Chief at the Horse Guards, a state of 
affairs which an Order in Council of 4 June, 1870, was intended to meet. 
This declared, amongst other things, the complete subordination of the 
Commander-in-Chief to the Secretary of State.* The office of Com- — 
mander-in-Chief was abolished in 1904. 


As stated above the SECRETARY OF STATE FOR THE WAR DEPARTMENT, 
who waseventually to become the head of all the different offices connected 
with the army, was first appointedin 1794. In 1801 the business of the 
Colonies was added to his department and so continued until the 
exigencies of the Russian or Crimean War in 1854 necessitated the 
appointment of a fourth Secretary of State to deal exclusively with 
colonial business. The records of the department during this period 
have been divided as far as practicable between the War Office and the 
Colonial Office. Since 1854 the two departments have remained distinct. 


Among other formerly separate departments concerned with the 
administration of the army and military affairs and possessing records 
which are described below are :— 


THE JUDGE ADVOCATE GENERAL, the supreme officer responsible for 
the conduct of the prosecutions in courts martial throughout the whole 
army. He also acted as Secretary to the Board of General Officers and 
upon its abolition remained as legal adviser to the Commander-in- 
Chief.— The records of his office begin in 1668. 


THE BOARD OF GENERAL OFFICERS first appointed in 1714 ‘was 
constituted to settle all financial disputes between the colonels, officers 
_and soldiers of each regiment.’ Among its other duties was the settle- 
ment of the order of precedence among the various regiments and it was 
chiefly responsible for the clothing of the army. This last was the only 
duty which remained to it after the re-organisation of the Commander-in- 
Chief’s Office in 1793. The Board was absorbed in the War Office 
in 1855.§ 

THE COMMISSARY GENERAL was responsible for the victualling of the 
army. His office was abolished in 1816 and between that year and 1854 
the COMMISSARIAT DEPARTMENT was under the Treasury butin December 
of the latter year was transferred to the War Office.|| 


Prior to 1794 other documents relating to military affairs than those 
preserved amongst the records of the War Office will be found amongst 
the records of the State Paper Office, the Home Office, the Foreign 
Office and the Treasury and prior to 1855 of the Colonial Office. 


The Pay Lists, Muster Rolls and Monthly Returns of the War Office 
are open to public inspection without any restriction as to date. Other 
records are open without special permit when fifty years old, 
excepting the Correspondence (W.0O. 1-8) and the Commander-in-Chief’s 
Memoranda Papers (W.O. 31), which are subject to censorship in the

CORRESPONDENCE. 


The Correspondence of the Board of Ordnance, the Judge 
Advocate General and the Commissariat Department is described 
under those departments. 


In-Letters (W.O. 1). 

1732 to 1868. 1,138 Vols., &c. These consist of original 
dispatches, letters and papers addressed for the most part to the 
Secretary-at-War and for the later period to the Secretary of 
State for War. They are arranged under the various military 
stations and public departments from which they were sent. 
There are also three series of Miscellaneous Letters. Of these the 
first series contains letters relating amongst other matters to 
recruiting, prisoners of war, the Prince of Bouillon’s accounts, 
Dutch troops, inventions and suggestions and the transport 
Service mostly during the period of the French Revolutionary 
and Napoleonic Wars. Series 2 and 3 are generally arranged 
alphabetically under the writers’ names. 

Between 1801 and 1855 letters on military matters to the 
Secretary of State for War and the Colonies will also be found 
in the class entitled Colonies (General) in the records of the 
COLONIAL OFFICE. 


Indexes of Correspondence (W.O. 2).

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RECORDS OF THE COMMISSIONERS OF H.M. 
WORKS AND PUBLIC BUILDINGS. 


In early times surveyors, paymasters, clerks of the works or similar 
officials were appointed to take charge of particular works and buildings 
carried out for the Crown and their accounts will be found amongst 
those of the Exchequer described in Vol. I of this work. 

Queen Elizabeth by letters patent on 1 Feb., 1561, appointed John 
Revell to be surveyor for life of her works in the Tower of London and in 
all her honours, castles, lordships and manors. A regular Office of 
Works seems to have been in existence about this period and thencefor- 
ward there is a practically continuous series of accounts of the Surveyors 
and Paymasters of the royal works and buildings amongst the Declared 
Accounts of the Pipe and Audit Offices. 

The surveyors, controllers, paymasters and other principal officers 
of the Office or Board of Works continued to be appointed by royal 
letters patent or other warrant, but in 1782 by Stat. 22 Geo. III, c. 82, 
it was enacted that the royal buildings should be placed under the 
control of a single person, to be appointed by the Crown, as Surveyor or 
Controller of H.M. Works. He was to be an architect or builder by 
profession, with such officers and clerks under him as the Crown might 
from time to time appoint. 

In 1814 this provision was repealed and the Crown was empowered by 
Stat. 54 Geo. III, c. 157, to appoint a Surveyor General of H.M. Works 
and Public Buildings, whether the expense of such works, &c., was to be 
defrayed out of the Civil List or funds granted by Parliament. 

In 1832 by Stat. 2 & 3 Will. IV, c. 1, the Office of Surveyor General 
was united with that of the Commissioners of Woods who thereupon 
became the Commissioners of H.M. Woods, Forests, Land Revenues, 
Works and Buildings. This arrangement continued until 1851 when the 
two departments were again separated and the Office of the Commis- 
sioners of H.M. Works and Public Buildings, as it now exists, was estab- 
lished by Stat. 14 & 15 Vict., c. 42. 

Under this Statute the Board of Works consists of the First 
Commissioner who is appointed by warrant under the royal sign manual 
and may be a member of Parliament, the principal Secretaries of State 
and the President and Vice-President of the Board of Trade. In 
practice, however, the First Commissioner acts alone and the Board 
never meets except when his office is vacant and business has to be 
done.*
